I. Group I, Claims 1-6 and 9-15, drawn to a method for fabricating an organic memory 
cell by a planarizing CMP process silver interconnect surface, classified in class 
438, subclass 692. 

II. Group II, Claims 7-8 and 16-20, drawn to a system for removing surface irregularities 
from a silver electrode layer of an organic memory cell, classified in class 257, 
subclass 40. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

1 . Inventions I and. II are related as method of making and product made. 

The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that 
the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 
806.05(f)). In the instant case unpatentability of the Group II invention would not 
necessarily imply unpatentability of the Group I invention, since the device of Group II 
invention could be made by a product different from those of the Group I invention. 
However, the issues of method and product claims are divergent. 
Furthermore, there may be some overlap in the searches of the two groups, but there is no 
reason to believe that the searches would be identical. Therefore, based on the additional 
work involved in searching and examination of the two inventions together, restriction of 
distinct inventions is clearly proper. 

2. Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined eventhough the requirement be 
traverse (37 CFR 1.143).
